Dennis, Kent and | quickly set up our gear and took a bearing, and yet another bearing...and yet another bearing. | suggested that 
maybe we should just take an average of the readings. My cohorts were not in a humorous mood. After properly adjusting the 
attenuation, we were able to get a good bearing. As | glanced around | could not help noticing that all the other competitors were 
already gone. "Don't worry" advised Dennis. "Its not a race and we got plenty of time before 9:00 PM". OK, time to plot the bearing 
on the map. Who brought the map? A quick trip to the corner store solved that oversight. OK, who has a pencil? Who brought a 
protractor? Who brought a ruler? The corner store saw a quick and brisk rise in business that night. "Say what are you guys doing 
with that strange looking gear out there in the parking lot? " asked the store clerk. "It's not dangerous is it?" Sorry, but we re with the 
government and can't comment” was Kent's reply.
